PROPOSE TO ‘REDUCE WAGES AND 
RETURN ALL THE SAVING BY:~“ 
REDUCTION IN CHARGES ‘ 


FULL TEXT OF THE PROPOSAL 


Following a meeting in Chicago, 
October 14, 1921, of ,the ’ Prest- 
dents of nearly all the leading rail 
roads in the country, Mr. Thomas De 
witt Cuyler, chairman of the Associa- 
tion of railway executives, made the 
following statement: 

At a meeting of the Association of 
Railway Executives today, it was de- 
termined by. the railroads of the United 
States, to seek to bring about a reduc- 
tion in rates, and as a means to that 
end to seek a reduction in present 
railroad wages which have compelled 
maintenance of the présent rates. 

An application will he made immedi- 
atety to the United States Railroad 
Labor Board for reduction in wages 
of train service employees sufficient to 
remove the remainder of the increases 
made by the Labor Board decision of 
July 20, 1920 (which would involve: a 
further reduction ‘of ‘Approximately ten 
petcent) and for a réduction in. the 
wages of all other classes of railroad 
labor to the going rate for such labor 
in several territorics where the cat 
riers operate. 

To Reduce Rates as Wagea Go Down. 

Gee foregoing action is upon the 
understanding that concurrently with 
such reduction in wages the benefit of 
the reduction thus obtained shall, with 
the concurrence of the Interstate Com 
merce Commission, be passed on the 
public in -the reduction ‘of. existing 
railroad rates, except in so far as this 
reduction shall have been made:in the 
meantime.

On some railroads the 
reductions in rates have amounted to 
more than the reductions in wages so 
far’ made, afid-.on many other rail- 
roads the reductions in wages allowed 
ne met: return on. operations, but 
merely provided against the further 
accumulation of a. deficit.
